The first Fourth of July celebration 
to be held in South San Francisco last 
Thursday proved to be a grand success.

The 
president of the committee is Adolph 
Jacobs, the secretary Harry Edwards 
and the treasurer T. Connelly. 

The day was an ideal one, and early 
in the morning people by the hundred 
were flocking into South City to take 
part in the celebration. 

Buildings on the principal streets 
had been beautifully decorated with 
the national colors, and Grand Avenue 
was arched over with flags at numer¬ 
ous points. There was a general spirit 
of civic pride on the part of local resi-

HOUSES ARE BLOWN DOWN AND 
CROPS ARE RUINED BY 
THE STORM . 


Lacrosse, Wis., July 5.—Reports 
from the district of Lacrosse, which 
was swept by a tornado last night 
show at least two persons to have 
been killed and one fatally injured 
at Oakdale and that the damage was 
much greater than first reported. 

The storm was most severe in the 
vicinity of Oakdale on the Milwaukee 
road. 

Oakdale, with a population of 500, 
was almost swept away. The station 
of the St. Paul road was not injured. 
Every building in the village for 
some distance north and south was 
either torn down or damaged and a 
number of persons in addition to 
those above mentioned are reported 
to be seriously injured. 

The full effect of the storm was 
felt first at Millstone. Traveling 
south it struck Warrens Mills, where 
buildings were torn down and a num¬ 
ber of people hurt. The crops were 
completely ruined and farm build¬ 
ings torn down in a line across the 
country to Oakdale. Continuing 
south from Oakdale, a strip of coun¬ 
try was laid bare by the storm. Res¬ 
cuing and searching parties were 
sent out from Tomah, Black River 
Falls, Camp Douglas and other towns 
In the vicinity of the path of the tor¬ 
nado, but the number of persons 
killed has not been reported form all 
sections, wires being down and com¬ 
munication being possible only by 
train. 

West and south of Elroy the tor¬ 
nado did a great deal of damage and 
for some time both the Milwaukee 
and Northwestern railroads were 
without wire service and trains were 
obliged to proceed on slow orders. 
It will be twenty-four hours before 
the complete list of casualties are 
obtainable. 


Fata] Shooting Affray Result* in the 
Death of One Man. 

Wasco, Ore., July 5.—A fatal 
shooting affray occurred yesterday at 
John Day Ferry, fifteen miles north 
of here, in which John Freeman was 
instantly kilh-.d and W. G. MacDon¬ 
ald badly injured. The principals in 
the affair were W. S. Ward, John 
Freeman and W. G. MacDonald, a 
prominent farmer. It appears Ward 
attacked MacDonald and struck him 
over the head with a spade, inflicting 
severe but not fatal Injuries. A shot 
was then fired which killed Free¬ 
man. It has not been learned who 
fired the shot. Bad feeling existed 
between Ward and MacDonald for 
some time, and Ward was heard to 
make threats here Wednesday. Sher¬ 
iff McCoy has Ward under arrest and 
has taken him to the county jail.

Shooting the Whale. 

The Norwegian whale fisheries ex¬ 
tend over nearly the whole of the Arc¬ 
tic sea, from the north of Norway to¬ 
ward Spitzbergen and even to the Shet¬ 
land islands. The whales are shot 
from small steamers, the implement 
used being the so called bomb harpoon, 
an arrow shaped iron spear furnished 
with a line, which is discharged from 
a small cauuuu.

It 
J is then towed to the anchorage, where 
it is stripped of the blubber. This 
! whale fishery was begun by a well 
known Norwegian, Svend Foyn, in 
18C>8. At first only the blubber was 
utilized for train oil; now the bones 
are crushed for manure, and the flesh 
is used for fodder

LEAGUE IS ACTIVE 


At an annuul meeting of the Penin¬ 
sula Promotion League on Friday 
last, Supervisor MacBain of this town¬ 
ship was the recipient of unmerited 
censure at the hands of W. J, Martin 
of South City. M r. MacBain is accused 
of selfishness for attempting to bond 
his township separately for road pur¬ 
poses. Mr. MacBain has taken as 
much interest in road matters as any 


At the last meeting of the Peninsula 
Promotion League at Sunnyvale the 
following new officers were selected: 

W. J. Martin, of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, President; P. P. Chamberlain, 
Vice President; C. N. Kirkbride, of 
San Mateo, Secretary; W. E. Crossman 
of Sunnyvale, Treasurer. 

The promoters put themselves 
squarely on record as opposing the, 
sign board nuisance, and appointed 
committees to appear before the Su- 
pervisorsof Santa Clara anct San Mateo 
counties and endeavor to obtain 
legislation which will abate the nuis¬ 
ance and save the country from disfig¬ 
urement. 

A committee was appointed to act 
promptly and endeavor to secure lower 
commutation rates along the peninsula 
and for the regulation of freight. 

On invitation of the delegates from 
Redwood City, the next quarterly 
meeting will be held in that city. 

After the close of the session the 
delegates were taken for a brief visit 
to Sunnyvale’s various manufacturies, 
the Hendy Machine Works, the Ooldy 
Machine Works, the Hook Canneries, 
the Century Roofing plant, the Par¬ 
affine Paint Works and the packing 
house. 


Section 6. The said grantee and his assigns 
shall during the term for which this franchise 
is granted, pay to said county of Han Mateo 
two (2) per cent of the gross annual receipts 
arising from the use, operation or possession 
of the right, privilege or franchise granted in 
section l of this ordinance; provided, however, 
that no percentage shall be paid for the first 
five (0) years succeeding the date of said fran¬ 
chise, but thereafter such percentage shall he 
paid annually on thefirstday ofSeptember In 
each year.

Section 8. The said grantee shall within 
ten (10) days after the final passage of this 
ordinance, file with the clerk of the Board of 
Supervisors of the county of San Mateo, his 
^written acceptance of the same upon the 
"terms herein stated. 

Section 9. The right, privilege or franchise 
! hereby granted, shall continue for fifty (50) 
l years from and after the date of final passage 
; of this ordinance. 

Section 10. This franchise is given and 
accepted subject to all ordinances of the 
I county of San Mateo which are now In force 
i or which may be hereafter enacted. 

Section 11. This grant is made under and 
pursuant to the act of the Legislature of the 
| State of California, approved March 22nd, 
1906, entitled “An act providing for the sale of 
street railroad and other franchises in 
counties and municipalities, and providing 
i conditions for the granting of such franchises 
i by legislative or other governing bodies, and 
repealing conflicting acts.” 

Section 12. This ordinance shall take 
effect fifteen (16) days from and after its 
final passage. •

other supervisor in llie board, and en-1 
deavored to have the roads all through * 
the county improved, the First town¬ 
ship as well as any other, and it was 
not until the matter of improving the 
main highway (the point at issue) was 
beaten in the board, that he abandoned 
bis hope of improving the roads all 
through the county and decided to 
make an effort to improve those of his 
own Township alone and let the others 
take care of themselves. Since Mr. 1 
Martin resigned his position as the 
sixth member of the hoard of super¬ 
visors, he appears to he wofully 
ignorant of county affairs. 

The above editorial appeared in the 
Democrat of .J uly 4lh. 

We can assure the editor of the 
Democrat that, while W. J. Martin 
may not “appear” as frequently or 
regularly at the capital of our county 
as of yore, that he is not ignorant— 
wofully or otherwise—of county af¬ 
fairs nor does he appear so to those 
who know him. 

We can also assure our brother of 
the Democrat, and those whom it may 
concern, that personally and officially 
Mr. Martin holds Supervisor McBain 
in the highest esteem, and regards him 
as too big and broad a man to take of¬ 
fense at legitimate criticism of a par¬ 
ticular official act. 

The occasion in question was a meet¬ 
ing of (he Peninsula Promotion 
League, a body which was organized 
and exists for the purpose of advanc¬ 
ing the interests of San Mateo county 
and all the peninsula country. One of 
the vital questions the League lias to 
deal with is that of “good roads”. It 
has been a constant complaint, not 
only throughout San Mateo county, 
but in San Francisco, that a positive 
barrier existed between the two coun¬ 
ties in the shape of prohibitive road¬ 
ways. The result has been that travel 
by automobile and carriage has been 
diverted from San Francisco across 
the bay—t ravel which would otherwise 
come into San Mateo county. That 
San Mateo county, as a county, 
should, for the general good, partici¬ 
pate in opening up and improving 
highways into San Francisco, thereby 
making the entire county accessible, 
goes without saying. 

If Supervisor MeBain’s scheme of I 
forming and bonding a separate road ! 
district of the Third Township is car-j 
lied through, it will practically bar 
that portion of Sun Mateo county from 
participation in the general enterprise j 
of opening and improving this gate¬ 
way and highway, and throw the bur-1 
den upon the balance of the county,! 
which is in itself selfish. We do not 
understand that the matter of improv¬ 
ing the main highway has been beaten 
in the Board of Supervisors. Upon 
the contrary we understand that the 
movement for bonding the county 
for road purposes is only in 
abeyance, awaiting full information as 
to the correct method of procedure un¬ 
der the new law, therefore Mr. Mc¬ 
Bain’s secession and separate action is 
a fair subject for criticism before the 
Promotion League. 

The boycott, like the boomerang, is 
wont to wound the hand that wields it. 


LOOSE METHODS CONDEMNED. 

San Mateo county has condemned 
the loose method of preparing maps so 
frequently employed in their relation 
to the points of the compass. Every 
school child has been taught that the 
top of a map is north and the other 
points in their relative place, whereas 
maps are tiled with no regard what¬ 
ever to the established custom.

Cattlemen After the Railroads. 

Galveston, Tex., July 5.—The cat¬ 
tlemen of Texas are filing complaints 
against the railroads for damages 
aggregating a million dollars. Cattle 
are dying by the thousands in west j 
and northwest Texas for the want of 
water. The long drought has dried , 
up the streams and burned the grass 
on the ranges. The stock raisers 
base their claims against the rail¬ 
roads on the ground that they have 
failed to furnish cars in which to 
transport the cattle to market and to 
other feeding grounds In the ter¬ 
ritory.

SAYS CONFINEMENT OF CORP-i 
ORATION HEADS WOULD END 
UNLAWFUL PRACTICES. 



BREAK AT BUENA VISTA LAKE 
HAS WIDENED AND LEVEE 
IS SAID TO BE DOOMED. 


Miles of Wheat Fields Are Burned 
in the Vicinity of the Flooded 
District in Korn County. 


Bakersfield, Cal., July 5.—Yester¬ 
day morning the flood waters in the 
reclaimed wheat lands in the lower 
part of Kern county, caused by the 
breaking of the Buena Vista lake 
levee, continued to spread and rise 
unabated, and all resistance against 
Iheir progress is impossible until the 
auxiliary levee being constructed at 
the San Emedio road is complete and 
the waters reach that point. The 
break in the levee has widened con¬ 
tinually and it is reported that the 
entire levee is doomed. 

Coincidental with the break in the 
levee was the breaking out of two 
large fires in the grain fields of Mil¬ 
ler & Lux, nearly twenty miles dist¬ 
ant from the lake. After burning 
all day yesterday the fires were final¬ 
ly extinguished last night. About 
two whole sections of grain were de¬ 
stroyed, aggregating between 15,000 
and 20,000 sacks. Intelligence of 
these two fires and the remarkable 
coincidence was suppressed by the 
officers of both corporations because 
of the suspicion naturally aroused by 
the two catastrophes occurring at 
precisely the same time. The of¬ 
ficials of neither corporation will 
commit themselves. 

The fire broke out at Button Wil- j 
low, seventeen miles from the lake, 
4nd at headquarters, four miles 
from Button Willow. The waters of 
the lake are rising at the rate of 
about two inches an hour. The ad¬ 
vance this morning is about two and 
and a half miles from the San Eme¬ 
dio road, where the fight will be 
made by the construction of the aux¬ 
iliary levee to stop the advance and, 1 
according to Superintendent James 
Ogden of the Miller & Lux Company, 
he does not expect the waters to 
reach that point for three days. 

After organizing forces, consisting 
of several hundred men and teams, 
work was started. All the farmers 
in the territory have given their 
horses, scrapers and wagons and | 
have joined in the work. 

Gravel trains over the branch of j 
the Southern Pacific will transport j 
earth. 

The levee, having the advantage of 
being constructed at the crest of an j 
old ditch bank, is expected to be 
completed in time and have suf¬ 
ficient height and strength to check 
the advance. What are known aa 
the north head gates have been 1 
opened and the waters of Kern river, j 
instead of flowing into Buena Vista, 
are now run off through the Kern 
Valley Water Company’s canal. This 
water will eventually flow into Tu- j 
lare lake. 

The damage that is being sus¬ 
tained is enormous. Cattle ship¬ 
ments from the various stock ranches 
in the vicinity of Buena Vista and 
from the Sunset oil fields are now at 
a standstill, and it is even reported 
that a shortage of supplies may re¬ 
sult because of the inability to reach 
the stricken district with the rail¬ 
road and wagon roads washed out.

Jamestown, Va., July 5.— Individ¬ 
ual accountability for the acts of 
corporations, the arrest and impris¬ 
onment of corporations' .leads In¬ 
stead of the fining or dissolution of 
corporations themselves, is the rem¬ 
edy for the monopolistic tendencies 
and the unlawful practice of modern 
industries, urged Woodrow Wilson, 
president of Princeton University, In 
an an address here yesterday. 

“One really responsible man in 
jail,” he said, “one real originator 
of the schemes and transactions 
which are contrary to the public in¬ 
terest, legally lodged in the peniten¬ 
tiary, would be worth more than a 
thousand corporations mulcted In 
fines if the reform is to be genuine 
and permanent.” 

What this pountry needs, Mr. Wil¬ 
son set forth, is not government 
ownership of the railroads, etc., but 
laws that will attack and punish 
presidents and general managers of 
the railroads for evasions and viola¬ 
tions of the statutes. Stock manipu¬ 
lations he calls “sheer thefts” and 
says they should be punished as 
such. Failure to do so, in his mind, 
is like overlooking highway robbery. 

President Wilson says that it is 
just as absurd to indict or dissolve 
corporations for offenses against the 
public as it would be to arrest and 
confiscate automobiles because their 
owners killed pedestrians. If the 
individual is made responsible he is 
convinced the difficulty will be 
solved. 


Pastor Declares Hell Is in the Sun. 

Washington, July 5.—“I am con¬ 
vinced that hell is in the sun, be¬ 
cause it meets all the requirements 
laid down in the Bible,” said the 
Rev. Zeb Hetzel Copp, assistant pas¬ 
tor of the New York Avenue Presby¬ 
terian church. 

“Read the twenty-second chapter 
of Revelations and you will see that 
in the last day those who have lived 
pure and upright lives will have no 
need for the light they now get from 
the sun and moon. The plain infer¬ 
ence from the reading of that chap¬ 
ter is that the sun and moon will 
disappear. Why? Because another 
source of light will have then ap¬ 
peared, and it is inferable that God 
will have another use for the sun. 
Will it not then be devoted to the 
punishment of those for whom hell 
fire is reserved. It will be reserved 
for that very purpose.” 


Round Mouse Collapses. 

San Bernardino, Cal., July 5.— 
The Santa Fe roundhouse, a brick 
structure, one story in height, with 
twenty stalls for engines, collapsed 
shortly before noon yesterday, bury¬ 
ing ten locomotives beneath the de¬ 
bris. The cause is unknown, but a 
crack in one of the side walls has 
been noticed for some time, and the 
collapse is believed to have been due 
to a general weakening of the side 
walls. 

There w T as no one in the building 
at the time. Engineer W. R. Pres¬ 
ton was struck on the head with a 
flying brick and slightly injured.

MEXICAN IN DOUGLAS LOOKUP 
IS KIDNAPED BY THREE 
MEN IN AN AUTO. 


Taken From Jail and Hurried Acrose 
Into Mexico, W here He Is 
Wanted for Murder. 


Phoenix, Ariz., July 5.—Governor 
Kibbey has been called on to take 
some action to secure the return to 
American soil of Manuel Sarabia, 

' who was unlawfully kidnaped Wed¬ 
nesday night at the town of Doug¬ 
las and spirited across the line Into 
Mexico. 

Sarabia was a printer employed on 
a Douglas paper when kidnaped, but 
at one time he was editor of the 
| “Regeneracion,” a Mexican revolu¬ 
tionary paper printed in St. Louis. 
Last Sunday he was arrested and 
placed in the Douglas city jail by a 
Pinkerton detective on a charge of 
murder filed by the Mexican Consul. 

Wednesday night an Arizona rang¬ 
er, an American and a Mexican rode 
| up to the city jail in an automobile, 
entered the jail and soon reappeared 
j escorting Sarabia, who was strug¬ 
gling fiercely and shouting wildly, 
“Help! Help! I am being kidnaped.” 

The prisoner was shoved into the 
automobile and the car was rushed 
! across the international line at ter¬ 
rific speed. When last seen the cap- 
tors were choking Sarabia into in¬ 
sensibility. It is thought here that 
I the prisoner was turned over to Col¬ 
onel Kasterlitsky, commander of the 
Mexican Rurales. If this is the case 
s Sarabia has been seen alive for the 
last time, as the Rurales have a rep¬ 
utation for starting with a prisoner 
toward the jail and never getting 
1 there with him. 

Sarabia was probably remotely 
connected with the Mexican band 
that plotted an unsuccessful revolu¬ 
tion in Mexico two years ago. 

The people of Douglas were so en¬ 
raged over the kidnaping that they 
immediately assembled in mass 
meeting and called upon President 
Roosevelt and Governor Kibbey to 
take steps to have Sarabia surrend¬ 
ered to the American authorities, 
and if murder has been commit¬ 
ted to force the Mexican Government 
to show cause for his extradition. 


Consul Arrested. 

Douglas, Ariz., July 5.—Antonio 
Maza, the Mexican consul here, was 
placed under arrest as a result of the 
kidnaping of Manuel Sarabia, a Mexi¬ 
can political prisoner. The consul 
was given his freedom under $1,000 
bonds. Henry Elvey, the chauffeur 

! who drove the automobile which 

i 

! conveyed Sarabia and his kidnapers 
across the Mexican border, confessed 
and turned State’s evidence. 


Mobilization Already Begun. 

Oakland, Cal., July 5.—The Amt 
authentic confirmation of the report 
that the President intends to mo¬ 
bilize a big fleet in the Pacific comes 
from Secretary of the Navy Metcalf, 
who arrived at his Oakland home 
yesterday morning. Metcalf comvs 
home for vacation and rest. He will 
go to the mountains after remaining 
at his home for a few weeks. Mrs. 
Metcalf accompanies him. 

Secretary of the Navy Metcalf said: 
“It Is my purpose as fast as possible 
to mobilize the vessels on the Pacific 
Coast and form one large fleet, and 
in doing this some of the vessels 
may be brought from Oriental wat¬ 
ers. This action will be taken simply 
as a means of Increasing the ef¬ 
ficiency of the officers and the men 
along the same lines as In the army.

PROMINENT EASTERN 
MEN JAY ATTEND 

Eastern Reserve Question Prom¬ 
ises to Form an Important 
Topic for Discussion. 


BRIDE OF AN HOUR !S 

DRAGGED BY A TRAIN 


The Coming Session of the Irrigation 
Congress to Be National In Its Scope 
and a Factor in Bringing About 
Widespread Interest. 


The suggestion that the Eastern 
Forest Reserve question be discussed at 
the Fifteenth session of the National 
Irrigation Congress, to be held in Sac¬ 
ramento, California, September 2-7 
next, has created much interest among 
prominent men of the Eastern States 
who are identified with the movement 
to establish reserves in the Appalach¬ 
ian and W hite mountains. The head¬ 
quarters of the Congress, which is al¬ 
ready open at Sacramento, has received 
letters from all over the Eastern States 
approving the suggestion and ex¬ 
pressing the hope that the matter will 
be scheduled for discussion at the 
Sacramento meeting. 

The proposal to place this question 
on the program was an expression of 
the desire of the Congress management 
to make the coming session truly 
national in scope and a factor in 
bringing about a wide-spread ap¬ 
preciation of the common interests 
which the East and West have in de¬ 
velopment of national policies of forest 
preservation, stream conservation, con¬ 
trol and best use, and in the whole 
question of national development of 
the great natural resources of the 
country, including the forest, the 
waters and the lands. 

Among those who have written let¬ 
ters to the Irrigation Congress officials 
on this subject are men of high official 
station, prominent manufacturers, 
agriculturists and others. 

E. B. Pike, president of the Pike 
Manufacturing Company of New 
Hampshire and New York, a member 
of the executive committee of the 
Congress, writes: “The preservation 
of the forests on the Appalachian and 
and White Mountain ranges will af¬ 
fect not only the entire Eastern States, 
but the natiori as a whole. This is 
due to the fact that in these ranges the 
water powers which give life to some 
of our greatest manufacturing enter¬ 
prises have their source. On the suc¬ 
cess of these enterprises depends large¬ 
ly the prosperity of certain manufac¬ 
turing sections. Let the prosperity of 
these sections be demoralized and the 
results will befell from coast to coast.” 

I)r. Thos. E. Will, Secretary of the 
American Forestry Association, writes: 
“Irrigation and Forestry are very 
closely connected; the woods and 
waters are almost Siamese twins. 
To permit such a meeting as the 
National Irrigation Congress to pass 
without discussing the relations of 
irrigation and forestry would, in my 
judgment, be a serious mistake; and 
the most important forest question now 
before the American people is the 
Appalachian-White Mountain ques¬ 
tion.” 

D. G. Purse of Savannah, Georgia, 
President of the Interstate Sugar Cane 
Growers’ Association, writes: “I 
heartily approve the plan of interesting 
the Appalachian Forest Reserve 
workers in the National Irrigation 

Congress because of the close kinship 
between the two overshadowing 
propositions for the resjiecUve sections 
affected by each.” 

Governor R. B. Glenn of North 
Carolina, one of the foremost advocates 
of the forest reserves, has been invited 
at the suggestion of many interested 
to attend the National Irrigation Con¬ 
gress in tlie interest of the Eastern 
reserve question, and writes that while 
he cannot accept this invitation thus 
early he will take the matter up later 
and w ill endeavor to do so.

Mr. and Mrs. Hyatt, and 
a number of friends who were to see 
the young couple on their w ay arrived 
in automobiles just as the signal for 
a start had been given. Mrs. Hyatt, 
who is an athletic young woman, 
sprang from the machine, with the 
groom close at her heels. Grasping 
the rods of the moving train the young 
woman attempted to swing aboard, 
when her footing failed and she was left 
dangling. Hyatt was too far in the 
rear to act in lime, and the woman 
was swept from his reach in a twink¬ 
ling, and it was left for Kilma to pull 

her from the precarious position in the 
nick of time.

and Mrs. Hyatt took the next train for 
San Jose.
